2.—Undeterred 
by the action of the Department of 
Justice in enjoining the freight rates 
of the Western railroads and filing 
a bill for the dissolution of the Wes­ 
tern trunk line committee the rail­ 
roads of the Eastern States and of 
the -Middle West today filed sched­ 
ules of new and higher rates cover­ 
ing all commodities in the territory 
between the Atlantic coast points and 
as far west as Milwaukee. 
That the administration would like 
to force Congress to act in such a 
way as to permit the legal filing of 
new rates, through traffic associa­ 
tion, subjesct to the supervision of 
the I ntersate Commerce Commission 
*e well known. 
Congress’ Temper Toward Roads. 
©ut the temper of Congress, as 
well as the western communities, is 
against the railroads, due to the per­ 
sistent agitation that has been under 
way for several years. This is as­ 
cribed to the failure of the railroads 
to meet new conditions and answer 
the attacks made on them. 
The new tariff filed to day includ­ 
ed two groups. One set of rates was 
made by the Ohio and Chicago river 
committee, an organization of the 
Central 
Freight 
Association 
from 
Chicago and Milwaukee on the west 
to Indianapolis, Cincinnatti and Pitts 
burg on the south and west. The 
rates are effective on July J, and 
comprise substantial increases. 
The eastern roass also filed water 
and rail rates effective July I with 
the commission. All the roads of the 
east, north of the territory of the 
Southeastern Traffic Association, are 
included in these schedules.

Texarkana, Ark., June I.—The plant 
of the International Lumber and Cre­ 
osoting Company, together with 225,- 
000gallon8 of creosote, twenty-eight 
carloads of creosoted crossties and 
a *arge quantity of raw material, was 
destroyed by fire shortly before mid­ 
night. The loss is estimated at ap­ 
proximal* $750,000. 


Washington, June 2.—The State of 
Oklahoma today, through its Repre­ 
sentatives in the House, successfully 
resisted the atempt to Congress to 
make present to the State of the 
great Platt National Park, near Sul­ 
phur, Okla. 


The House-Appropriations Commit­ 
tee wants to save to the Federal Gov. 
eminent the cost of the maintenance 
of this park, which 
was 
created 
while Oklahoma was still a Terri­ 
tory. The committee thinks that as 
the people of Oklahoma are the only 
ones deriving any benefit from the 
park, the State ought to pay for the 
maintenance. So when It came to ap­ 
propriating the usual $5,000 per year 
for the park, the committee inserted 
a clause providing for the turning 
over of the park to the State of Ok­ 
lahoma at the end of the next fiscal 
year. 
% 
Oklahoma, however, likes the meth­ 
od of enjoying the park at the ex­ 
pense of the Federal government, so 
when the item was reached today. 


four Oklahoma Congressmen were on 
their feet at once with a point of or­ 
der against the clauses giving the 
park to the State. 
Representative McGuire was recog­ 
nized by the Speaker. He made the 
point that the clause constituted new 
legislation, and was therefore not in 
order in the bill. The point pf order 
was sustained, and thus Oklahoma 
escaped the gift of a beautiful nat­ 
ural park to be maintained at its 
own expense. 


HOT WAYE ADVANCING 
SLOWLY EASTWARD. 


Washington, June 2.—The hot wave 
from the southwest is advancing slow­ 
ly eastward through the gulf states 
and is due to reach the coast within 
two or three days, according to the 
weather forecasters. Until this ar­ 
rival, cool conditions and Tai*- weath­

The western hot wave reached the 
interior of Texas ' yesterday, where 
thermometers at some places record­

SIMPLY A TRICK 
The railroads and the ‘interests’ 
would have the people of Oklahoma 
break the backbone of our governl 
ment by amending the constitution 
“so it would justify railroad build­ 
ing.” Let us see if they really mean it. 
Drawing comparisons to ascertain 
Oklahoma’s relative position among 
the states in the matter of projected 
roads, it is found that Oklahoma ac­ 
tivity in new roads chartered up to 
May I, this year, is: 
Three times as great as that of 
Georgia. 
Five times as great as that of Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Five times as great as that of W. 
Virginia. 
Six times as great as that of N. 
Carolina. 
Six times as great as that of S. Cor. 
olina. 
Nine times as great as that of Ar­ 
kansas. 
Nine times as great as that of Mary­ 
land. 
Twenty times as great as that of 
Louisana. 
Twenty times as great as that of 
Virginia. 
Twenty times as great as that of 
Alabama. 
Forty times as great as that of 
Kentucky. 
Sixtysix times as great as that of 
Missouri. 
Eighty times as great as of Ten­ 
nessee. 
“Let the people know,’’ that ac­ 
cording to her area, Oklahoma leads 
in know that Democratic administra­ 
tion has helped railroad construction 
and not hindered it. Let the people 
know thattwelve lines of railroads 
are being constructed in Oklahoma 
at the present time.

Total Purse WHI Amount to $130,000. 
Competent Mechanics Are 
Now Trained. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 2.—Breaking 
their long silence, the Wright Broth­ 
ers have announced their intention 
of competing for several of the prizes 
aggregating $130,000, which have been 
offered for aeroplane flights in Amer­ 
ica. 
Announcement Made. 
In a telegram from Dayton. Ohio, 
the W right Company announced to­ 
day that Wright bi-planes would be 
entered in long-distance flights, and 
George B. Harrison, a representative 
of the Wright Company, held a con- 
ferecne with John H. Curran. Mis­ 
souri 
Immigration 
Commissioner, 
who is raising a purse of $10,000 for 
an aeroplane race from St. Louis to 
Kansas City. 
Harrison went over the plans for 
the race with Currans. 
He suggested 
several changes in the route to be 
followed, 
which 
probably 
will 
be 
made. The first plan was for the 
race to be held over a course on the 
south side of the Missouri river, but 
Harrison pointed out the topography 
of the country north of the river 
would be unfavorable. 
Reason for Silence. 
Most interesting of the rapid-fire 
developments with regard to the sud­ 
den great increase in interest in fly­ 
ing was the announcement that the 
Wright Brothel's intend to enter ma­ 
chines for the.various prizes. 
In the 
past year the Wrights had apparently 
done nothing, and declined persistent­ 
ly even to enter machines in aviation 
meetings. 
In a communication from 
the Wright Company the reason for 
the apparent 
inaction 
and 
sil­ 
ence 
on 
the. part of the 
Dayton 
inventor’s was explained. Horrrlson, 


the Wrights’ representative who con­ 
ferred with Curran, also cast light 
on the situation. The inventors them­ 
selves had no time to pilot their bi­ 
plane in meets, and no competent 
American aviators had been trained to 
fly^ Wright machines. 
Lie past year, however, has been 
spent in preparations to exhibit ma­ 
chines. A supply of machines now 
are ready for flight, and six aviaotrs 
have been trained to handle them.

He says forged deeds are 
numerous, and that there are many 
cases in which conveyances have been 
recorded by which heirs of dead al­ 
lottees sought to sell the land even 
before the dead Indian allottee was 
decently laid to rest. Mr. Cordell al­ 
so charges that the cases of alleged 
deed forgeries were called to the at­

of the Seminole 
County 
Grand Jury, but no indictments were 
found.

I took to the right just now and 
can see a very large pond, and look­ 
ed to be hundreds of ducks on it.

RAISE RATES 


UNDAUNTED BY ACTION IN THE 


CASE OF THE WESTEHA 


KATE INCREASE 


Washington,

Congress' Temper Toward Bonds. 
"But the temper of Congress,

against the railroads, due to the per- 
sistent agitation that has been tinder 
way for several years. This is as- 
cribed to the failure of the railroads 
.o meet new conditions and answer 
the attacks made on them. 


The new tariff filed to day Includ- 


ed two groups. One set of rates was 
made by the Ohio and Chicago river 
committee, an organization of the 
Central Freight Association 
from 


Chicago and Milwaukee on the west 
to Indianapolis, Cincinnati! and Pitts- 
burg on the south and west. The 
rates are effective on July 1, and 
comprise substantial increases. 


The eastern roais also filed water

2.—Secretary 


Ballinger today asked Congress to 
give his department an appropriation 
of $6,000 out of the Seminole tribal 
fund to cover the expenses of suits 
to be instituted to set aside convey- 
ences of Indian lands illegally ob- 
tained, and to protect the possessions 
of Seminole allottees in the Seminole 
Nation in Oklahoma. 


This request is made on a report 


by John Cordell, 
District 
Indian 


agent at Wewoka, who describes the 
land titles in Seminole and Hughes 
counties as being in a deplorable 
condition. He says forged deeds are 
numerous, and that there are many 
cases in which conveyances have been 
recorded by which heirs of dead al- 
lottees sought to sell the land even 
before the dead Indian allottee was 
decently laid to rest. Mr. Cordell al- 
so charges that the cases of alleged 
deed forgeries were called to the at- 


tention 
of the Seminole 
County 


Grand Jury, but no indictments were 
found.

AN INTERESTING TRIP TO S. D. 
After leaving St. Josepf, Mo , we go 


on our way to Lincoln, Neb., we leave 
Kansas City now: 


A most beautiful and fertile coun- 


ty now we are hemmed closely be- 
tween the river ,on one side and 
hills on the other. 'I look far below, 
to see the water and many feet up 
to see the hill top; now the valley 
wjdjns agajn :jn{ 
well Improved forms. They tell ui 
that up here fruit doesn't grow, bu: 
there are. thousands of apple and 
plum trees with such thrift it Is a 
beautiful show. The valley now to 
our left, I look for the river, it looks 
to be miles away. To my right is a 
targe plum orchard, on the hill side 
so steep that a goat can't climb It 
this 'may sound to you, nevertheless 


is true. If you don't believe it 


come up and I will prove it toyou 


I havn't seen seen but one fish 


since >I left Steedman, and it wasn't 
a fish long (or it wns on the table 
when I saw it. 


I look to the rigM in-it now and 


can see a very large pon-1. and look- 
ed to be hundreds of ducks on It. 
(I didn't count them 


•We now arrived at Falls City, Neb., 


passing on a distance we find the 
jraraie grass on fire, and yet every- 
bing here but the people, are be- 
ginning to look a little green. There 
seems to have been but very little 
farming done here this spring yet. 


We now come to the Humbolt. cem- 


etery; an ideal looking place; the 
walks are bdoad and decorated on 
either side with evergreens. We next 
arrive at Lincoln, Neb., the state cap- 
tal, and home^ of W. J. Bryan; stop 


hour and forty minutes. In the 


short stop we could'nt see very much 
if the city, but what we coud see 
was most lovely. 


We are going again, passing just 


now through deep cuts and over 
high dumps,' now through the hills 
and into a well developed country;

moving on northwest toward Lead, 
he great gold mines. 'We now reach 
Srand Island, Neb., now 9 p. m., 1 
etire, no more until tomorrow. 
I awoke on May 2 at Aliance, 'Neb., 


at 5 a. m. On looking out I found 
hings covered with ice. 


We are next passing over a broad 


jrarie, not a tree or green thing to 
be seen. Here is a school house and 
we have seen but three houses since 
re left Aliance—what families they 
aust have. 
We now r,each tbe mountains known 


is the Black Hills. These mountains 
.re nlcelydecorated with pine tim- 
jer, roped in ice and snow. Passing 
hrough tunnels and around 
hills, 


brough deep gulcheB, we reach, a 
nice little town situated, in- a small 
alley with snow all around it. Here 
we change cars again, coming next 
6 Edgewood, S. D., where we atop 
fteen minutes for breakfast,; (in a

said: "If words of command are not 
clear and distinct, if orders are not 
thoroughly understood, then the gen- 
eral Is to blame." So be started drill- 
Ing them again and this time gave the 
order: "Left turn," whereupon 
the 


girls once more burst into fits of 
laughter.* Sun Tzu said: "If words of 
command are not clear and distinct, 
if orders are not thoroughly under- 
stood, the general is to blame. But 
If bis orders are clear and the soldiers 
nevertheless disobey, then It is the 
.fault of tbelr officers." 
So saying, 


be ordered the leaders of the two 
companies to be beheaded. 


Now the king of Wu was watching
